The Dandelion.—T his plant, in early spring, is 
frequently used as a vegetable, or kind of salad, and 
while it is lbus generally known as an article of food, 
very few people are familiar with its history. The fol¬ 
lowing particulars are copied from an article in a late 
number of the tl Reading Eagle.” 

Dandelion is known in botany as Taraxacum, from 
llie <ireek, Tarrasso, “I change,” from its supposed 
elleet on the blood. The name, Dandelion, is from the 
French, Dent de lion, meaning the lion’s tooth, be¬ 
cause the jagged margins of the dandelion leaves re¬ 
semble rows of teeth. It is not a native of this conti¬ 
nent, but was introduced in this country from Europe. 
The English name for it is a corruption, liv some it 
is called Leoniodon. The stems are hollow, and hear 
single large velluw Mowers, consisting ol congeries ol 
'florets, each of which is succeeded by a naked seed, 
bearing on a long pedicle a lull of radiated down. l»v 
means of this tuft the seed, when detached, is kepi sus¬ 
pended in the air, and thus blown broadcast by the 
wind. Thus dandelion is planted over the fields by 
nature’s own hand. 

The plant is full of a milky and bitter juice, not¬ 
withstanding which it is ill common use as an early 
vegetable. The roots when roasted are said to form a 
good substitute for coffee, and are used for that purpose 
in some parts ol'Germany. 

In Pennsylvania, in the olden times, before the dan¬ 
delion was used as a vegetable, the old women doctors 
used the dandelion Mowers for medicinal purposes only. 
A tea was made from the Mowers, and 11 ms adminis¬ 
tered for all dropsical complaints. 

The root of this plant is extensively employed as a 
medicinal agent, and is believed to possess aperient, 
diuretic ami alterative properties. It contains a bitter 
ervstnl line principle, to which it seems to owe il- me¬ 
dicinal power. The bright yellow Mowers oi (his plant 
open in the morning between live and six o'clock, and 
close in the night between eight and nine o’clock : 
hence this was one of the plants selected by Linmeue 
to form his Moral clock. 

It is not well to eat too much dandelion. Strong, 
stout, healthy men can eat it advantageously raw, with 
a little vinegar, while others should eat it prepared as 
salad usually is. Young ladies who arc fond of after¬ 
noon naps generally cat diuideiioii, while those not in 
good health arc made nervous and tvsiless. Noting 
melt who have a desire lo lie up and doing, and who 
prefer bright minds and active brains, should abstain 
from it. But all who love lo doze over love stories 
had latter cut all they can, for they will bo thus put l . 
sleep and out of harm’s way as encountered in most 
love story books of the present day. Taken moderate- 
lv however, dandelion will hurl no one. But those 
who desire to be as bright and as active in the after¬ 
noon as in the morning, should not touch il at I hoi i 
noon-day meal.
